Members:  Forty-five  further  members  of  the  Society  attended  the  meeting  and  their 
names  are  on  record  in  the  office  of  the  Society. 

The  President,  Mr.  Bell,  took  the  Chair  and  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  Osier, 
acted  as  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  25th  May,  1983, 
were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated  to  members. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Donald  F.  McOuat  who  had 
joined  the  Society  in  1958  and  had  been  on  the  Council  from  1974  to  1983  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  was  the  Archivist  for  Ontario  from  1963  to  1979  and  had 
under  his  jurisdiction  the  largest  collection  of  provincial  documents. 

The  Chairman  then  referred  to  publications  by  Members  of  the  Society:  —

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Cook  after  14  years 
service  to  this  Society  and  The  Empire  Club.  Mr.  Bell  thanked  Mrs.  Cook  for  her 
loyal  services  over  these  many  years  and  expressed  to  her  the  appreciation  of 
Council  for  her  generous  co-operation  to  the  work  and  undertaking  of  the  Society. 
He  presented  her  with  a  copy  of  the  book  “Toronto  in  Art”  by  one  of  our  Council 
Members,  Miss  Edith  G.  Firth.  He  also  introduced  Miss  Anne  Lato  as  Mrs.  Cook’s 
successor. 

There  was  a  discussion  as  to  the  disposal  of  surplus  volumes  on  hand  which  are 
held  by  the  Society  as  well  as  how  many  of  each  future  volume  should  be  printed. 
A  Committee  was  established  to  consider  and  report  to  Council  as  to  the  disposal  of 
surplus  copies  on  hand.  Mr.  Armour  was  appointed  Chairman  with  Dr.  Van  Kirk 
and  Mr.  Anson-Cartwright  as  members. 
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EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following  report: 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  second  volume  of  Lord  Minto's  Canadian 
Papers  has  been  published.  It  was  distributed  to  members  in  April  1984. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  editorial  work  is  going  well  on  the  next  set  of  volumes 
in  the  General  Series.  These  will  be  the  two  volumes  of  Captain  Henry  Bayfield’s 
Journals  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Survey.  I  have  received  a  considerably  revised 
introduction  from  the  volume  editor  Ruth  McKenzie  and  she  has  selected  some 
excellent  illustrations  for  these  volumes.  1  hope  to  be  able  to  proceed  to  typesetting 
this  summer  and  expect  that  the  first  volume  will  appear  early  in  1985.  Volume  II  of 
the  Bayfield  Journals  should  follow  within  the  year. 

I  have  received  the  introduction  and  the  text  of  Volume  I  for  the  Journals  of 
Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  being  edited  by  Professor  Barry  Gough.  I  have  not 
yet  had  time  to  review  this  material  but  am  optimistic  that  Volume  I  will  be  our 
volume  for  the  year  1986.  This  will  be  followed  by  Volume  II  the  next  year. 

There  have  been  no  new  volumes  commissioned  in  the  General  Series  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  However,  there  are  volumes  in  progress  to  take  us  well  into  the 
1990’ s.  These  are  the  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society,  edited  by 
Dr.  Elizabeth  McDougall;  The  Reports  of  William  Duncan  of  Metlakatla,  edited  by 
Prof.  Morris  Zaslow;  The  Letters  and  Memoranda  of  O.D.  Skelton,  edited  by  Dr. 
Norman  Hillmer;  The  Letters  of  Gilbert  Malcolm  Sproat,  1876-1800,  edited  by 
Prof.  Robin  Fisher;  and  The  Hale-Amherst  Correspondence,  1798-1826,  to  be 
edited  by  Prof.  Roger  Hall. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  the  Honorary  President,  Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb,  and 
his  favourable  reference  to  Volume  II  of  the  Correspondence  of  Lord  Minto. 


Ontario  Series: 

Dr.  P.  Douglas  W.  McCalla,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following  report: 

Since  our  last  meeting,  the  Rebellion  volume  has  continued  to  be  my  pre¬ 
occupation.  I  have  had  one  further  meeting  with  Michael  Gnarowski  at  Carleton 
University  Press  to  confirm  arrangements,  and  I  believe  that  all  is  in  place  for  an 
expeditious  production  of  the  book  once  funding  for  it  is  confirmed. 

Carleton  has  confirmed  that  it  can  get  the  cover  stock  required,  and  I  expect  to 
receive  a  new  dummy  volume  indicating  the  nature  of  the  work  planned  for  us  any 
time  now.  If  it  is  satisfactory,  this  should  go  far  to  re-assuring  those  who  may  be 
worried  about  changing  publishers  for  the  Series. 

On  the  assumption  that  the  dummy  volume  will  be  satisfactory,  I  have  gone 
ahead  with  a  formal  application  for  funding  by  The  Ontario  Heritage  Foundation. 
My  request  was  for  $36,000,  which  is  my  best  estimate  for  the  total  cost  of  the 
work,  including  honoraria  to  the  volume  editors  and  packing  and  mailing  to  Society 
Members.  It  will  be  recalled  that  $30,000  was  the  sum  spoken  of  by  the  Foundation 
in  earlier  correspondence.  I  have  had  no  reply  as  yet  to  my  letter,  which  was  only 
dated  May  15th.  < 

I  have  reviewed  with  Carleton  both  the  contract  under  which  the  John  Prince 
volume  was  published  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  and  the  production 
schedule  that  Carleton  envisages.  The  form  of  the  contract  seems  not  to  pose 
difficulties,  while  the  production  schedule  looks  encouraging.  If  the  entire 
manuscript  is  at  Carleton  at  the  end  of  June,  editing  could  begin  almost 
immediately,  and  publication  early  in  1985  would  follow. 

To  meet  that  end  of  June  deadline,  I  must  authorize  production  of  the  maps 
(which  are  to  be  done  by  Prof.  Grant  Head  of  Wilfred  Laurier  University) 
immediately,  even  without  firm  approval  of  our  application  by  The  Heritage 
Foundation. 

The  cost  would  be  about  $500  and  that  seems  little  enough  to  risk  in  the 
circumstances.  The  only  remaining  work  to  do  on  the  volume  is  the  “Premier’s 
Preface”,  on  which  I  am  now  working. 

In  other  Ontario  Series  matters,  I  can  report  that  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada 
volume  is  ready  to  go  as  soon  as  the  Rebellion  volume  is  well  along  the  production 
process;  it  will,  of  course,  be  necessary  then  to  secure  funding  for  it.  In  the 
circumstances,  I  have  not  been  able  to  insist  on  receiving  more  material  from  other 
Series  editors,  but  I  can  report  having  just  received  a  substantial  body  of  material 
from  Richard  Reid  on  the  Upper  Ottawa  Valley. 

Secretary’ s  Report 

The  Secretary  reported  there  are  1,100  paid  up  Members  in  good  standing  and 
approximately  100  more  who  for  the  time  being  are  unpaid  for  this  year  and  some 
for  prevous  years. 

On  MOTION  duly  SECONDED  and  CARRIED,  an  expression  of  the  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Mr.  Bell  was  tendered  for  the  very  substantial 
time,  effort  and  attendant  success  of  Mr.  Bell  on  behalf  of  the  Society  as  its 
President  during  the  past  five  years.
